To  Two-Year  College 

Ricks  College,  Rexburg,  Ida.,  will  be  converted  into  a junior 
college  to  serve  largely  as  a preparatory  school  for  Brigham  Young 
University,  it  was  announced  Tuesday  by  officials  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  which  operates  both  institutions. 

Starting  in  September,  1956,  Ricks  will  offer  only  a two-year 
course,  officials  said.  All  LDS  students  in  the  Rexburg  area  will  be

Campaign  Offenders 

The  Elections  Committee  will 
make  public  'the  results  of  the 
assembly  held  last  night  to  dis- 
cuss violations  of  campaigning 
regulations,  and  impose  disciplin- 
ary measures.  Names  of  viola- 
tors and  accounts  of  their  of- 
fenses will  be  published  in  this 
paper  Tuesday. 

Seniors  will  not  vote  on  class 
officers.  All  other  students  will 
vote  on  candidates  who  are  run- 
ning for  offices  of  the  class 
which  voters  will  be  members  of 
next  year.  These  ballots  will  be 
separate  from  the  ballots  upon 
which  Executive  Council  candi- 
dates will  appear.  All  students 
may  vote  for  Executive  Council 
candidates.

two  years  and  then  transfer  to 
BYU  if  they  continue  their  edu- 
cation. 

“This  decision  is  prompted  by 
the  fact  that  we  now  have  a un- 
ified church  school  system  in 
which  BYU  is  to  be  the  senior 
university  of  the  Church,”  offic- 
ials stated  in  their  announce- 
ment. 

Benefits  Cited 

This  program  is  planned  to 
give  students  a varied  training  in 
two  types  of  schools.  The  Church 
First  Presidency  cited  benefits  of 
attending  a small  school  close 
to  home  during  freshman  and 
sophomore  years  and  a large  uni- 
ersity  during  remaining  years. 

Officials  asked  Ricks  adminis- 
tration to  reorganize  its  curricul- 
um so  that  beginning  in  1956  it 
could  present  an  enriched  pro- 
gram to  freshmen  and  sopho- 
mores. 

The  statement  predicted  a sub- 
stantial increase  in  enrollment  at 
Ricks  in  the  next  few  years  de- 
spite the  cut  to  junior  college 
level.  New  buildings  planned  for 
Ricks  campus  include  a library, 
and  classroom  and  office  build- 
ings. The  auditorium  now  under 
construction  is  to  be  finished  im- 
mediately.

8 Legislators 
Reinstated 
By  Councilors 

Eight  student  legislators  who 
had  been  technically  expelled 
from  Legislative  Council  were  re- 
instated Monday  night  when  the 
council  retroactively  abolished  its 
statutes  on  attendance. 

Legislators  nullified  a provision 
providing  for  automatic  expul- 
sion of. a member  after  two  un- 
excused absences.  The  move  came 
after  a request  by  Bud  Smithson, 
chairman  of  a committee  appoint- 
ed to  study  expulsion  procedures. 

Vetoes  Legislators  Action 
A motion  to  accept  no  excuses 
from  the  eight  members  who  had 
missed  more  than  two  meetings, 
passed  at  the  last  Legislative 
Council  meeting,  was  vetoed  fol- 
lowing that  meeting  by  Executive 
Council,  studentbody  president 
Lloyd!  (Duko)  George,  announced. 

Smithson  recommended  the 
nullification  in  view  of  what  he 
considered  excusable  explanations 
given  his  committee  by  five  of 
the  eight  meeting  missers  in 
question. 

Council  by-passed  a request  by 
Smithson  to  consider  expulsion 
of  the  other  three  questioned 
legislators,  who  had  not  been 
contacted  by  the  attendance  com- 
mittee. Smithson  said  the  commit- 
tee felt  that  Doug  Rather,  sopho- 
more representative;  Bob  Sip- 
herd,  Banyan  business  manager; 
and  Charles  Orr,  forensics;  were 
“chronic  missers.” 

Will  Investigate 
Steve  Hale,  Brigham  Young 
Universe  editor,  was  appointed 
chairman  of  a permanent  attend- 
ance committee  to  contact  these 
three  and  make  specific  recom- 
mendations at  the  next  meeting. 
The  committee  was  also  asked  to 
recommend  legislation  to  replace 
the  discarded  statutes. 

At  present,  Legislative  Council 
has  no  provisions  for  requiring 
or  enforcing  attendance.  The  con- 
stitution provides  for  removing 
any  legislator  by  a three-fourths 
majority  of  the  council,  but 
there  is  no  specific  provision  re- 
garding attendance. 

Council  also  approved  a motion 
by  Gordon  Conger,  Honor  Coun- 
cil chairman,  to  limit  members 
in  sending  alternates.  Now,  each 
member  may  use  only  one  alter- 
nate, and  may  be  represented  by 
him  only  twice  during  a quarter.

When  all  the  votes  had  been  tabulated  after  the 
primary  elections  for  officers  of  Associated  Men 
Students  recently,  two  of  the  candidates  had  tied 
for  nomination  of  AMS  secretary.  If  one  more  vote 
had  been  cast  for  either  of  these  candidates  the 
elate  for  that  office  would  have  been  entirely 
changed. 

Students  should  vote.  Most  important,  though, 
they  should  vote  wisely.  The  only  practical  way  to 
vote  wisely  is  to  read  campaign  literature,  question 
the  candidates,  and  question  friends  about  un- 
known1 candidates. 

Studentbody  elections  should  not  degenerate  into 


popularity  contests.  Perhaps  some  of  the  attributes 
that  help  in  winning  such  contests  are  qualities 
that  would  stand  studentbody  officers  in  good 
stead,  but  they  alone  do  not  insure  good  student- 
body  officers. 

No  more  elections  should  result  in  margins  of 
victory  as  close  as  the  one  cited  above  unless 
a much  larger  percentage  of  students  vote,  be- 
cause the  studentbody  of  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity wilLbe  vesting  its  entire  voting  power  in  some 
indolent  student  who  will  not  make  the  effort  to 
make  a few  pencil  marks  on  a ballot. 


THE  ABSENTEE  ELECTORS 


Editor’s  note:  The  following  is  an  essay  which  was 
University  student. 

In  the  last  student  elections  at  Brigham  Young 
University,  less  than  half  of  the  studentbody  par- 
ticipated. Why  this  apathy  toward  choosing  those 
who  guide  a whole  year’s  activities  for  each  one 
of  us? 

There  are  many  reasons  why.  students  should 
not  by-pass  the  opportunity  to  choose  their  leaders. 
First,  it  is  the  studentbody’s  obligation  to  elect  of- 
ficers who  will  uphold  the  standards  of  the  Uni- 
versity, who  will  promote  a vigorous  and  absorb- 
ing schedule  of  activities,  and  who  will  look  out  for 
the  interests  of  each  member  of  the  studentbody. 
The  fact  that  we  have  elected,  high  caliber  men 
and  women  to  lead  us  this  year  is  no  tribute  to 
the  biggest  part  of  the  studentbody;  the  credit  goes 
to  those  who  did  vote. 

Letting  a small  portion  of  the  studentbody 
choose  the  oficers  who  will  represent  us  all  is 
dangerous;  if  50  percent  of  the  studentbody  votes, 
then  just  26  percent  of  the  studentbody  might  elect 
someone  to  whom  74  percent  of  the  studentbody 
is  actually  opposed.  If  this  person  were  elected 
studentbody  president  and  proved  incapable  of  up- 
holding LDS  standards,  he  could  do  much  harm

to  the  University’s  reputation  and  could  wreck  the 
whole  year  for  most  of  the  students.  The  fault 
would  lie  more  with  the  students  who  not  did  vote 
than  with  the  person  elected. 

Students  who  in  the  past  have  not  voted  feel 
that  they  did  not  have  anything  to  do  with  electing 
the  officers  who  are  in,  and  so  they  feel  that  they 
are  not  obligated  to  support  them.  Actually,  the 
fact  that  they  did  not  vote  may  have  been  just 
what  elected  the  officers.  If  everyone  would  vote, 
then  each  person  would  feel  that  he  had  expressed 
his  preference  and  had  a hand  in  electing  the  win- 
ning candidates.  Then  he  would  be  more  inclined 
to  cooperate  with  and  support  the  studentbody 
government. 

When  we  leave  this  school,  the  elections  we 
participate  in  will  have  an  even  more  profound 
effect  on  our  lives  than  they  do  here.  While  we 
are  here  in  college,  we  set  patterns  of  behavior 
and  habits  which  we  will  probably  follow  for  the 
rest  of  our  lives.  Now  is  the  time  to  get  into  the 
habit  of  voting  for  our  leaders.  Let’s  all  establish 
this  habit  firmly  in  our  lives,  starting  with  the 
next  election.  Get  out  and  vote!^^-

My  Fellow  Students, 

In  my  work  with  the  Honor 
Council  I have  had  cause  for 
real  concern  as  a result  of  the 
negative  attitude  of  many  stu- 
dents toward  the  Honor  System. 
I wonder  if  we  recognize  the 
benefits  we  derive  each  day  be- 
cause of  its  existence.  The  Honor 
System  on  our  campus  serves  a 
three-fold  purpose.  The  first  is 
that  is  achieves  adherence  to  high 
moral  ideals  better  than  the  old- 
school  enforcement  of  standards. 
Some  feel  that  it  is  naive  and 
idealistic  to  believe  that  people 
are  more  honorable  when  they 
are  trusted  than  when  they  are 
forced,  but  the  research  of  Prof. 
Canning  of  the  Sociology  De- 
partment, seems  to  prove  that 
this  idealistic  belief  holds  much 
truth.  I think  that  the  personal 
experience  of  many  students  also 
bears  this  out. 

The  second  purpose  of  the  Hon- 
or System  is  to  create  an  atmos- 
phere which  is  conducive  to 
study  and  which  allows  all  stu- 
dents the  opportunity  to  do  their 
best  possible  work.  In  a recent 
letter  to  the  editor,  a student  ex- 
pressed the  belief  that  rigid  proc- 
toring  and  the  elimination  of 
freedom  in  test-taking  would 
have  no  influence  on  the  type  of 
work  done  by  students.  Those 
students  who  have  felt  the  pres- 
sure of  an  important  exam  know 
how  fallacious  such  a belief  is. 
Pressure  is  definitely  increased 
by  having  someone  scrutinize  a 
student’s  every  move  to  be  sure 
that  the  student  looks  only  direct- 
ly at  the  ceiling.  In  this  same  let- 
ter, the  writer  expressed  disbe- 
lief that  such  “inquisitional  dens” 
exist.  My  roommate  was  a fresh- 
man last  year  at  the  University 
of  Washington  and  he  was  sub- 
jected to  just  such  rigid  oontrol. 
The  third  and  most  important 


purpose  of  the  Honor  System  is 
to  provide  students  with  an  op- 
portunity to  learn  and  to  live 
high  standards  of  moral  integrity 
not  because  they  are  forced  to, 
but  because  they  want  to.  This 
learning  process  is  certainly  one 
of  the  most  important  aspects  of 
our  development,  and  such  a 
learning  process  can  never  take 
place  where  there  is  no  freedom 
of  choice.  It  is  for  the  fulfillment 
of  this  purpose  that  the  Honor 
Council  is  set  up.  The  primary 
function  of  the  Council  is  to  en- 
courage this  learning  process 
especially  in  those  who  have  vio- 
lated the  Honor  System. 

In  another  recent  letter  to  the 
editor,  an  anonymous  writer 
quoted  out  of  context  an  excerpt 
from  a speech  given  by  Judge 
Learned  Hand  on  a subject  en- 
tirely unrelated  to  the  Honor 
System  and  in  which  I could  find 
no  application  to  conditions  ex- 
isting on  our  campus.  To  even 
suggest  that  the  Honor  Council 
“accepts  rumor  and  gossip,”  or 
asks  that  anyone  “eye  his  neigh- 
bor as  a possible  enemy,”  or  re- 
quires conformity  "with  the  ac- 
cepted creed,  political  as  well  as 
religious”  displays  an  amazing 
ignorance  of  the  letter  and  spirit 
of  our  Honor  System. 

It  is  my  hope  and  belief  that 
when  responsible  students  be- 
come aware  of  the  benefits  and 
opportunities  derived  from  a sys- 
tem of  honor,  they  will  rally 
wholeheartedly  to  its  support 
and  take  intelligent  measures  to 
protect  it  and  strengthen  it.  I 
offer  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
farsighted  administration  and  stu- 
dentbody that  first  adopted  the 
Honor  System  and  pledge  that  I 
will  do  all  I possibly  can  to  per- 
petuate it.

Now  in  his  sixth  season  as 
head  mentor  of  the  Brigham 
Young  University  varsity  track 
team,  Clarence  F.  Robison  has 
hopes  that  this  will  be  the  year 
he  will  ■ lead  his  team  to  the 
Skyline  Conference  champion- 
ship. The  Cougar  mentor  believes 
that,  with  the  abundance  of  tal- 
ent on  hand,  the  Cougars  should 
make  their  best  showing  in 
league  competition  since  he  took 
over  the  helf  in  1950. 

Coach  Robison  began  tutor- 
ing Cougar  track  hopefuls 
that  year  after  graduating 
from  BYU  the  previous  year. 
An  illustrious  career  on  the 
cinders  preceded  his  gradua- 
tion. 

Robison  was  a three-year 
letterman  in  both  basketball 
and  track  during  his  high 
school  days  in  Fillmore,  Utah, 
his  home  town.  In  his  senior 
year  of  1941,  he  was  the  stata 
half-mile  champion,  with  a 
time  of  2:02. 

The  fall  of  that  same  year, 
found  Robison  enrolled  at  BYU. 
Due  to  the  World  War,  athletics 
were  held  to  a minimum.  Two 
years  later,  Clarence  entered  the 


United  States  Navy,  serving  till 
1946.  He  was  commissioned  an 
Ensign  from  Northwestern  Uni- 
versity Midshipman  School  in 
1944,  after  which  he  served  as 
an  instructor  in  the  Navy  scout 
program  at  Fort  Pierce,  Fla.  In 
1945  he  was  in  the  far  off  South 
Pacific  with  the  amphibious 
force,  and  after  returning  to  the 
States  was  discharged  with  a 
Lieutenant  Junior  Grade  rating. 

It  was  back  to  BYU  for  Coach 
Robison  and  he  was  soon  display- 
ing his  wares  once  again  on  the 
cinderpath.  He  catered  to  the 
distance  races,  participating  in 
the  half-mile,  mile,  and  two-mile. 

From  1946  to  1946,  Robison 
became  well  known  in  track  cir- 
cles, both  locally  and  nationally. 
Although  many  of  his  records 
have  fallen  since,  it  was  he  who 
first  established  many  of  the  dis- 
tance marks  for  the  school  and 
also  for  the  intermountain  region. 
The  present  Cougar  mentor 
was  Skyline  Conference 
champ  in  the  mile  in  his 
sophomore  year,  and  the  sea- 
son following  set  a confer- 
ence record  by  clipping  off 
the  distance  in  4 min.

Singled  out  by  Coach  Robison 
for  special  recognition  were 
Charles  “Pinky”  Higgins  in  the 
javelin  toss,  Louis  Chatterly,  pole 
vault;  Sherald  James,  mile;  and 
Arlyn  Finlinson,  half-mile. 

Higgins  wafted  the  wand  a 
hefty  219T1”  in  the  meet  with 
the  University  of  Arizona.  This 
is  the  best  toss  registered  by  a 
representative  of  a Skyline  school 
thus  far  in  the  season  and  is 
likely  to  be  the  best  one  of  the 


season,  unless  he  betters  it  in 
later  meets.

Bill  Rife  of  Montana  Univer- 
sity who  ran  the  four  lapper 
in  4:17.7,  but  still  stands  as 
a best  for  the  school. 

In  1948,  Robison  also  estab- 
lished' a mark  in  the  two-mile 
race  for  the  conference  at  9:47. 
This  was  also  broken  last  year 
by  two  other  BYU  boys— Wayne 
Lundell  and  Sherald  James— who 
are  back  again  this  season  to 
make  it  hectic  for  opponents. 
James  set  the  new  time  at  9:32. 

Robison  ran  in  the  NCAA 
mile  at  Salt  Lake  City  in 
1947  and  ended  seventh  be- 
hind the  top  collegiate  talent 
in  the  country.  The  London 
Olympic  Games  beckoned  in 
the  summer  of  1948,  and 
Clarence  made  the  United 
States  team  in  the  5000  meter 
run,  but  failed  to  place.  He 
also  participated  with  a tour- 
ing U.  S.  aggregation  that 
traveled  throughout  Europe 
after  the  close  of  the  Olym- 
pics, and  made  a return  trip 
' for  a similar  tour  the  follow- 
ing summer.
